All-pro  football  player  Merlin 
Olsen  talked  about  non-violence 
in  his  telelecture  session  Tuesday. 

“Promoting  patriotism  and  re- 
spect for  law”  will  be  the  aim  of 
a Non-Violence  Youth  Group  now 
in  the  formative  stages,  he  told 
the  audience  in  the  Varsity  The- 
ater.

during  BYU’s  Bishops  and  Stake 
Presidents  Day  Thursday. 

This  annual  day  for  bishops  and 
stake  presidents  to  visit  with  their 
members  from  home  precedes 
each  General  Conference.  This 
spring  the  visiting  church  leaders 
will  be  able  to  see  the  much 
talked-of,  much-photographed  pa- 
pyri in  the  Pioneer  and  Special 
Collections  Room,  fourth  floor  of 
the  Library. 

Also  on  display  will  be  BYU’s 
rare  collection  of  Incunabula 
(books  printed  in  the  first  50  years 
of  the  printing-press’  existence). 
Seventeen  of  these  pre-1500 
books  will  be  on  display  repre- 
senting nine  out  of  the  10  major 
printers  who  were  first  taught 
by  Gutenberg.  The  German  print- 
er himself  is  represented  by  a 
leaf  from  his  famous  Bible. 

Among  the  books  are  a 1498 
Prague  missel  37  centimeters 
high  and  one  of  the  first  illustrat- 
ed edition’s  of  Dante’s  Divine 
Comedy  with  69  hand-carved  and 
hand-colored  woodcuts  dating 
from  1487;  an  elaborately  orna- 
mented Nuremburg  Bible  printed 
by  Koberger  in  1480  with  three- 
inch  illustrated  initial  letters;  and 
a completely-preserved  Speculum 
Morale  with  the  original  binding 
and  brass  clasps  and  gold  leaf 
decorations  on  the  pages  laid  on 
over  egg-white. 

Other  objects  in  the  Pioneer 
Room  during  the  Bishops  Day  in- 
clude a small  cuneiform  tablet 
from  Ur  in  Babylon  dating  from 
2055  B.C.,  1000  years  before  the 
Joseph  Smith  papyri  were  writ- 
ten, dealing  with  “various  types 
of  beer;”  a 14th  century  Bud- 
dhist scripture  (“sutra”)  in  Chi- 
nese; and  the  earliest  dated  piece 
of  printing  called  the  dharani,  one 
of  a million,  a Sanskrit  prayers  a 
Chinese  Empress  printed  in  770 
A.D. 

The  visit  to  the  Library  will 
be  sandwiched  between  a special 
student  assembly  featuring  the 
University  Chorale,  Symphony 
Orchestra,  a speech  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  a Ballroom 
Dance  team  exhibition  and  a Pro- 
gram Bureau  variety  show. 

After  the  show,  the  church 
leaders  will  visit  with  students 
and  attend  a special  sessions  on 
standards,  and  financial,  admis- 
sion and  draft  problems  plus  a 
special  movie  and  concert.
